Multi-million pound plan for automobile club site

The Royal Automobile 
Club has unveiled a multi¬ 
million pound plan for a 
motor heritage wing, spa, 
golf driving range and chil¬ 
dren’s swimming pool on 
greenbelt land near 
Epsom. 

The historic members- 
only club, which played a 
key role in establishing 
motoring and motor sports 
in this country, intends to 
submit planning applica¬ 
tions for the redevelop¬ 
ment on its 350-acre 
greenbelt estate in Wood- 
cote within the next few 
days. 


The proposed motor 
heritage wing would re¬ 
place administrative of¬ 
fices, giving the club the 
opportunity to showcase 
vintage cars and material 
from its archives. 

Michael Bedingfield, 
head of sales and market¬ 
ing at the club, said: “If you 
look back to our name and 
history, we are very much 
the home of automobile 
history in Britain.” 

The Woodcote Park mas¬ 
ter plan also includes the 
replacement of the club’s 
current driving range and 
the development of a spa 
with a jacuzzi, stream 
room, sauna and hy¬ 
drotherapy pool. 

The club also wants to 
create an 88-space car park

in addition to its two exist¬ 
ing car parks. 

And it is seeking outline 
planning permission to 
build two new homes in a 
residential road, the Ridge, 
in order to fund the 
redevelopment of a four- 
acre derelict Grade II 
listed walled garden and 


gardener’s cottage. 

Within this Victorian 
walled garden, the club 
wants to create a bowls 
lawn, an indoor children’s 
swimming pool and out¬ 
door kids play and games 
areas. 

Mr Bedingfield said: 
“What we are looking at is 
an area for gardeners and 
an area where children can 
have a great time at the 
club. 

“Last year we celebrated 
our centenary at Woodcote 
Park. What we are trying 
to do is to make sure the fa¬ 
cilities and clubhouse are 
as relevant to members 
now and in the future as 
they were when we became 
owners of the club.” 

Mr Bedingfield would not 


reveal how much the rede¬ 
velopment will cost or how 
the majority of the devel¬ 
opment is to be funded. 

The walled garden would 
be opened to the public sev¬ 
eral times a year and there 
would be admission by 
prior appointment to the 
motoring heritage wing. 

The RAC’s clubhouse is 
Grade II listed and was 
built by Richard Evelyn, 
the brother of diarist John 
Evelyn, in the 17th century.

Now, working as a race organ¬ 
iser, Ms Beare, who lives in 
Wallington, relies on her mother 
to be second-in-command - a 
working relationship perfected 
by over 15 years of volunteering 
together. 


The two set up and manage the 
course together, making sure 
everything runs smoothly for 
the thousands of women who 
participate. 

Ms Beare said: “We’re a good 
little double act. We’re on the 
same wavelength. She’s really 
proud of me, and this is some¬ 
thing we can do together, some¬ 
thing that’s still so important to 
her.” 

Ms Beare said the event is: 
“Like a girls’ day out, women 
coming together. It makes a dif¬ 
ference - even raising £10 could 
help buy a few petri dishes for a 
scientist working on a cure.”

A grandfather partially paral¬ 
ysed by four strokes is back on 
his motorbike after fulfilling a 
pledge to play football with his 
grandson. 

James Cho, 65, from Epsom, has 
made amazing progress since 
being paralysed down the right- 
hand side of his body in 2010 and 
has just been presented with a 
Stroke Association Life After 
Stroke Award, for his bravery. 

Mr Cho, who had represented 
his native Malaysia in water polo 
and had been a kung fu instruc¬ 
tor was visiting his daughter 
Fiona when he had the first 
stroke. He was rushed to Epsom 
Hospital where he suffered a fur¬ 
ther three strokes. 

He developed aphasia, a lan¬ 
guage disorder which affects a 
person’s ability to communicate. 

And the paralysis meant he had 
to abandon his twin passions, 
motorbike riding and cycling. 

Mr Cho said: “Not being able to 
walk or talk was terrifying. At 
the time, I thought my life was as 
good as over.” 

But he promised his daughter 
Fiona that he would gain enough 
mobility to be able to play football 
with his three-and-a-half year old 
grandson, Noah. 

Four and half years later he has 
done it - thanks to his determina¬ 
tion, an intensive training regime 
and ongoing support from his 


family. He is now also able to 
enjoy motorbike riding and cy¬ 
cling again. 

A keen musician, James is 
learning to play his guitar again 
and is studying to become a per¬ 
sonal fitness trainer and wants to 
specialise in sports therapy, so he 
can help others who have lost 
their mobility through injury or 
illness. 

The award he received was 
sponsored by the Toni & Guy 
Charitable Foundation, which 
recognises the courage shown by 
stroke survivors and carers. 

Jon Barrick, chief executive of 
the Stroke Association, said: 


“James’ personal story of recov¬ 
ery is inspirational to many 
stroke survivors. At the Stroke 
Association, we support stroke 
survivors to make their best pos¬ 
sible recovery and we’re working 
to change the world for people af¬ 
fected by this devastating condi¬ 
tion. James is a worthy winner of 
this award.” 

James, who was joined by his 
family at the awards ceremony, 
said: “It was an honour to receive 
the Stroke Association’s award. If 
I had one message to other stroke 
survivors, it would be never give 
up, and make life after stroke a 
reality.”

OAP wants answers 
after pothole smash

An 84-year-old man thrown from 
his bike after hitting a pothole 
last week is back home and 
demanding answers after spend¬ 
ing four days in hospital with 
serious injuries. 

Don Butcher, of Burgh Heath 
Road, Epsom, was taken to St 
George’s Hospital, in Tooting, 
last Friday, June 13, after the 
accident left him unconscious, 
with two broken ribs and a 
fractured jaw. 

The ex-Atkins engineer hit the 
pothole in Church Street, in 
Epsom, outside the Ye Olde 
King’s Head pub, at 3.50pm. 

Mr Butcher told the Epsom 
Guardian the incident had left 
“one side of my face black” and 
he cannot remember anything 
about the crash. 

He said: “I lost consciousness 
and I am still somewhat mysti¬ 
fied by the cause of the accident. 

”My son has examined the road 
and the nature of the long strips 
of longitudinal potholes. 

”His theory is riding a bike 
over them is like riding a bike 
over tramlines. You can’t control 
the wheel or balance. 

“I don’t know whether I went 


over in the bike and fell on to the 
pavement or went into the brick 
wall.” 

Experienced cyclist Mr Butcher 
said the potholes in Church 
Street had been there “for some 
time” and he would be demand¬ 
ing answers for his accident from 
Surrey County Council (SCC), as 
well as contacting Surrey Police 
and cycling charity CTC - which 
is spearheading a national cam¬ 
paign to raise awareness of the 
peril of potholes. 

’’Surrey is sadly notorious from 
the point of view of potholes 
now. They are very dangerous 
for bikes, as well as for cars.” 

On Friday, SCC announced 
the Government had given it an 
extra £3.8m to fill more of 


its potholes. 

Last July, it unveiled its five- 
year £100m Project Horizon to 
overhaul Surrey roads that need 
it most - with £6m being allocat¬ 
ed to Epsom and Ewell. 

Chris Peck, CTC spokesman, 
said: “If you’re in a car and hit a 
pothole you can damage your 
suspension or wheel, but on a 
bike you can be seriously injured 
or even killed. 

“Surrey is a county that has 
had a bad record over the years. 

“There has been a slight im¬ 
provement in the last year as 
SCC has done a lot of work 
through its £100m Project Horizon. 

“But that’s still only 30 per cent 
of the roads. What about the 
other 70 per cent?”

Ex top cop criticised

Surrey’s former chief constable 
should be held responsible for 
nearly £15m of taxpayers’ money 
being wasted on an IT system, ac¬ 
cording to the county’s police 
and crime commissioner. 

Surrey Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Kevin Hurley has ac¬ 
cused former Chief Constable 
Mark Rowley, now an assistant 
commissioner at the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police, of presiding over an 
IT development “debacle” that 
cost £310,000 a month from 2009 
until April 2013, when Mr Hurley 
pulled the plug on it. 

His comments come in 
response to a damning report, 


published last week, into the Sur¬ 
rey Integrated Reporting Enter¬ 
prise Network (Siren), which was 
never operational despite years 
of development. 

Auditors concluded the force 
did not have appropriately 
skilled staff, cost was poorly con¬ 
trolled, reporting was “rose-tint¬ 
ed” and checks and balances did 
not always operate. 

Mr Hurley said: “There is evi¬ 
dence that the then ‘captain’ 
plotted a course in uncertain 
conditions without ensuring the 
ship or crew were capable of 
reaching their destination. 

“This ship (Project SIREN) ran 
aground and almost £15m of 
taxpayers’ money was lost.” 

But a statement released by As¬ 
sistant Commissioner Rowley 
said although he shared “regret 


and disappointment” with all 
those leading the project, the au¬ 
ditors did not single out anyone 
for criticism. 

He said that by 2013 collabora¬ 
tion with Sussex Police opened 
up new communication options 
not previously available and he 
said that a few months before he 
left, in April 2011, auditors had 
submitted a positive report on 
the project to the Police Authori¬ 
ty and the Chief Officer Group. 

A Met spokesman said: “The 
MPS notes that the report does 
not single out any individual for 
criticism and does not appear to 
identify any misconduct issues.” 

This report follows Mr Hurley’s 
warning that Surrey Police faces 
a £30m cut to its £207m annual 
budget over coming years, which 
puts up to 500 jobs at risk.

Stuntman rated the 
best by Hollywood

A stuntman from a daredevil dy¬ 
nasty who has worked on the 
Harry Potter, James Bond and 
Mission Impossible films has 
picked up a top award in 
Hollywood. 

Greg Powell, 60, of Mogador, 
Lower Kingswood, was named 
best stunt co-ordinator at the 
Taurus World Stunt Awards 2014, 
held last month at Paramount 
Pictures in Hollywood, 
California. 

The son of actor, stuntman and 
boxer Frederick “Nosher” Pow¬ 
ell - who was a minder for 
Sammy Davis Junior and spar¬ 
ring partner of Muhammad Ali, 
Mr Powell has been throwing 
himself off buildings and crash¬ 
ing cars for a living since he was 
14. 

His uncle, cousins, younger 
brother and youngest daughter 
all joined the industry too. 

He said: “I didn’t think I was 
going to do anything else. I re¬ 
member being seven or eight and 
going to studios with my father. I 
was always around filming. One 
of my family has been in every 
Bond film since they started.” 

From performing stunts such 


as fights and falls in the early 
days, Mr Powell now mainly co¬ 
ordinates actors in stunt scenes 
because he is “getting a bit long 
in the tooth”. 

He was the stunt co-ordinator 
on all of the Harry Potter films, 
for which he also doubled up as 
Hagrid and Uncle Vernon. 

He has also worked on Mission 
Impossible with Tom Cruise, 
Fast and Furious 6 and James 
Bond. 

Mr Powell said: “When I start¬ 
ed out all you had to be was a 
young tearaway kid who didn’t 
mind running and jumping 
about. 

“Now, you had to have qualifi¬ 
cations in different sports like 
gymnastics, swimming, driving.” 


He said the advent of CGI tech¬ 
nology has made stuntmen’s jobs 
more challenging. 

He said: “When you see a guy 
falling or blasted backwards, 99 
per cent of the time that started 
with a stuntman. As you’re 
travelling through the air they 
enhance you.” 

The first Bollywood film he has 
worked on, starring Akshay 
Kumar, Holiday: A Soldier Is 
Never Off Duty, was released 
earlier this month. 

Mr Powell said his career has 
evolved through word-of-mouth 
recommendations. 

He added: “I’ve had a good life. 
Every day is different. I’ve got to 
meet different people, travel the 
world and been paid for it.”

Sutton is hot 
property for 
those investing 

Sutton is hot property as far as 
buy-to-let investors are 
concerned. 

That's according to letting 
agents Leaders who say rents are 
strong in the town with gross 
yields of between 4.75 per cent 
and 5.50 per cent achievable for 
the right property in the right 
location. 

"This is very appealing 
compared with low interest on 
savings, particularly if you factor 
in the potential capital growth in 
the medium to long-term," says 
David Lewis, assistant branch 
manager of Leaders in Sutton. 

Demand is high in Sutton, he 
says for one bedroom purpose- 
built or converted flats and two 
bedroom houses and modern 
apartments. 

"We know that good quality 
properties of this kind let very 
quickly, with little risk of void 
periods. 

He adds: "Sutton offers some 
fantastic opportunities for 
investors. Demand for rental 
property here remains high and 
this shows no signs of changing. 

Inaccessible and expensive 
mortgages, along with the need 



for people to be flexible for work, 
means more people choosing to 
rent, many for the long-term. 
There is a real shortage of good 
quality property available on the 
lettings market and properties 
that do become available are 
letting extremely quickly." 

His findings are supported by 
the Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) which says 
tenants are facing increasing 
competition as supply in the 
private rented sector contracts. 

Its latest quarterly research 
among its members found that 
59 per cent reported more would- 
be tenants than properties 
available. 

This figure represents the 
second successive increase, from 
46 per cent in Q3 2013 to 54 per 
cent in Q1 2014. Tenants are also 
less likely to haggle for 
properties, suggesting that the 
lack of supply is restricting the 
potential for negotiation. The 
number of respondents who have 
seen an increase in tenants 
haggling with landlords over 
rents in the last six months has 
fallen from 44 per cent to 33 per 
cent. 


This rising competition for 
properties is compounded by the 
fact that over half (51 per cent) 
of all landlords are not expecting 
to increase the size of their rental 
portfolios. At the same time 
almost one in five (17 per cent) 
are expected to sell one or all of 
their properties in the next 12 
months. This figure is the highest 
since Q1 2008, when the figure 


stood at 18 per cent. 

An additional factor in the 
shrinking pool of properties 
available is the declining 
numbers of'reluctant landlords' - 
those who had to rent out their 
property because it could not be 
sold. Only nine percent of ARLA 
members saw an increase in 
rental property coming on to the 
market for this reason.

Welovecurry 

Our love affair with curry is not as recent 
as you would think. 

The first Indian 
Restaurant in London, 
the Hindostanee Coffee 
House, opened in 
Portman Square over 
200 years ago in 1809. 

But our love of a curry 
goes back even further to the mid-17th 
century when Britain's East India Company 
first began trading with Tamil merchants in 
south east India. 

The word 'curry' is thought to come from the 
Tamil word 'kari' meaning a sauce of meat and 
vegetables cooked with spices. British traders 
who went to the South Asian subcontinent all 
returned with a love of the various local dishes 
and the term curry was a catch-all description. 

Each region of South Asia has its own style 
of cuisine, which was quite often drier and 
originally less hot than the modern dishes. In 
fact it was the Portuguese who brought chilli 
pepper from Colombia to India. 

Today there are Indian and Asian restaurants 
in every town and city. Indeed the late Robin 
Cook, former foreign secretary, once described 
chicken tikka masala as "a true national dish". 

But in fact masala - which means mixture - 
is actually a modern Indian dish developed by 
restaurateurs because we Brits prefer our 
curries wet (with a lot of sauce) rather than 
dry. 

But it seems our love of curry might actually 
be good for us. Scientists are now researching 
the medicinal powers of certain curry spices - 
particularly curamin which is a constituent of 
the spice turmeric. Tests show it can beat 
cancer cells and is effective against certain 
types of arthritis. So the next time you sit 
down to a curry, remember it won't just taste 
terrific, it's likely to be good for you as well!

Once a property has been found, the letting 
agent will confirm whether or not it has letting 
potential, the range of the likely rent that can be 
achieved in current local market conditions and 
advise on the need - or otherwise - for 
re-decoration and new fixtures and fittings to 
attract good tenants and to reduce the risk of 
lengthy void (empty) periods. 

An ARLA member will introduce and vet 
prospective tenants, prepare the tenancy 
agreements, advise on and arrange inventory and 
condition reports and changes to utility accounts 
and Council Tax, and collect the rent and pay the 
balances to the landlord’s account. 

A letting and property management agent 
can also pay bills on behalf of the landlord and 
regularly inspects the property, recommending, 
overseeing and accounting for necessary 
maintenance, repair and re-decoration.

• DON’T purchase anything with 
potential maintenance problems 
like a lot of woodwork or large 
gardens. It will add nothing to 


the rental value and cost a lot to 
keep up. 

DON’T think that the running of 
an investment property to let can 
be left to friends or relatives in 
your absence. Tenants require a 
full management service. 

DON’T forget to issue the right 
notices or fail to have a proper 
inventory and condition report 
made before a tenant moves in. 
Leave all documentation to a 
professional agent. 

DO use an ARLA letting agent. 
They have Client Money 
Protection, hold Professional 
Indemnity Insurance, have staff 
trained to ARLA’s competency 
standards and are kept up-to- 
date with the latest legal and 
regulatory requirements.

“I am disappointed be¬ 
cause I know I can do 
175kg, and that would 
have been enough for a 
bronze. 

“Maybe the big occasion 
got to me, or it was the liq¬ 
uid dehydration after los¬ 
ing the weight, but it is 
what it is.” 

The 50-year-old, who 
was carrying an injury 
going into the champi¬ 
onships, added: “I had 
been doing a bit too much 
volume work, so I had to 
take some time off. 

“But when the World 
masters come round at 
the end of August in Den¬ 
mark, I will be ready.”

When it comes to sporting 
idols, Ewell Village athlete 
Shona Richards has two, 
starting with Dame Kelly 
Holmes and ending with dad 
Tony. 

The 18-year-old rising star 
was named in the Team GB 
squad for next month’s World 
Junior Championships after 
claiming English U23 & U20 
Championship 400m hurdles 
gold in Bedford at the week¬ 
end. 

The Glyn School pupil, who 
is studying A-level human bi¬ 
ology, psychology and PE, 
has experience of performing 
on the international scene 
having competed in last 
year’s European Athletics 
Junior Championships in 
Italy, clocking 58.96 seconds 


to finish fifth in the final. 

And, having clocked the 
fastest U20s time so far this 
year (56.70secs), as well as 
being the fifth fastest woman 
overall, Richards is in good 
form for a shot at world glory 
in the US next month. 

Richards, who comes from 
a family full of sports fanat¬ 
ics, with both her parents 
and brothers having run for 
Windsor, Slough, Eton & 
Hounslow Athletics Club, 
said: “My dad has been 
the biggest influence on my 
career. 

“He was literally the driv¬ 
ing force behind me when I 
was doing cross-country and 
hated it. He supported me, 
driving around the country 
competing. 

“He’s always been there and 
he loves it as well - he fol¬ 
lowed my brothers when they 
were running too. 

“It’s always been him who 


has loved the atmosphere and 
support. He loves it as much 
as I do.” 

She added: “I’ve always 
looked up to Kelly Holmes in 
terms of her journey to excel¬ 
lence. 

“She is motivated to be the 
best she can be and she has 
been determined to do what 
she has achieved. It’s a real 
inspiration.” 

Richards has not always en¬ 
joyed running, but after she 
found a love for the hurdles, 
it provided the spark neces¬ 
sary to go to the next level. 

“It’s been a long process to 
get where I am, but there 
have been lots of little factors 
involved,” she said. 

“Since I’ve competed in new 
events, I’ve been motivated to 
do better, it’s not until you re¬ 
alise how amazing competi¬ 
tions are that you truly 
appreciate it.” 

The Nike and Oil Recruit¬ 


ment Limited sponsored ath¬ 
lete added: “My brothers 
were running for Surrey at 
county level when they were 
younger and there was com¬ 
petition among us, without 
that I wouldn’t have done 
well. 

“I was flabbergasted to 
make my British debut last 
year.” 

With the Olympics in Brazil 
only two years away, 
Richards admitted it would 
be an amazing opportunity if 
she was selected. 

However, she is keeping her 
feet firmly on the ground as 
she prepares for the World 
Championships in the US, 
should she make the grade. 

She said: “I’m definitely 
aiming for the Olympics, but 
I’m just trying to stay as fit as 
I can and see where it takes 
me. 

“I’m just taking it one step 
at a time.”
